tSe OOJ^I!nNMENTj'POLIC\\^ 

The govornment found it impossible to 
define their railway and dock policy yea- 
terdttv. Tho promiof stutod that the pro- 
vinciul govormneiit and Dominion .n^jent 
had come to a thorough iindeiatanding on 
all the points at issue and tluit tiiu iigiee- 
raeht bad been telegraphed to Ottawa for 
ratificatiun by -tho - government tlioro. 
Since Eridiy, no telegrams have been re- 
ceived from'tho federal cajiital. The line 
hits been down. Everything, therefore, 
hanga on a few "ticks" of the little brass 
inatrunient in the telegraph oflico; but 
there i» every reason to believe that tho 
arrangement will meet with tlie approval 
of the federal gevoriunent. After that 
laiiction^^h'afr been oblained concurrent 
legtslation will be necessary . The house 
here and the Canadian parliament must 
approve of tlie schomo before it will have 
the force of law. It will be vemambered 
that' in 187i) tho Esquimalt-Nanaimo rail- 
way 'oill was passed by the Ottawa com- 
nabiiB but was afterwards thrown out in 
the Senate by a majority of one. A simi- 
lar fate is hot at all likely to befall this 
meaaiiro. Public opinion towards Brit 
lah Columbia has entirely changed in 
Canada. Then the party hostile to this 
province and the PaoiBc railway were in 
power. Now they are in a hopeless min- 
ority. The arrangement now on the eve 
of ratification is much more oomprehen- 
aive and just to tho Dominion and [iro- 
Tince than that of 1875; and there is no 
reason to fear that it will not be adopted 
willingly by both |)arliament3. We feel 
confident, i\t least, that when made public 
it will command the the support of an 
overwhelming majority by the people in 
all parts of the PaciQc province; and that 
to the present government will belong the 
credit of having laid the foundation of an 
honorable and lasting i)eace with Canada. 

TEE KOOTENA Y HILL. 

An address to the legi-slativo assembly 
in support of the Kootonay bill is being 
very largely signed. It will be observed 
that nearly all tho business nion on Wharf 
and Oovornmont streets and many me- 
chanics and artisans liave signified tlieir 
approval of the name in its amended 
form. In i(s original shape the bill was 
unworthy i f support; and it did not re- 
ceive ranch, In its amended form it has 
practically passeil tho house, and will 
probably receive the endorsement of the 
government. Much if not all tho oppo- 
sition to tho l)ill springs from paiiicB

not the cheapest. P.y this way Fort 
Benton can be reached from Victoria 
in about seven day.-^. r)eiiton is on 
tlie Mi.ssouri river two liuiidroil ami 
twenty miles from Fort iMcLooti. To 
any [)eraon bringing atoi-1c from the 
lower FrasGr, JNicola Valley and 
K&mloops I would say, start before 
high water, avotd the mountain trail 
down Kettle river, cross the Columbia 
at White's landing, .>yhere there is a 
^ giwd.j^ferry, and you are within eight 
" een°ritnles of Fort Colvillo. The dis- 
tance from iVIe,ssr.s, Hiiynos Sc Lowe's 
to Colville is one hundred and twenty 
miles; from Colvillo to Spokane fa! l,s, 
sixty miles, all ojinn country. Horses 
and beef cattle can bo driven this way 
without much trouble and little risk. 
At Spokane cars can be chartered at 
reasonable rate.s, stock can be landed 
to come through by Tobacco plains or 
go on to Magsula and come by way of 
Beatonv 

Fro'm all accounts that I can learn, 
this winter has been the worst winter 
ever known. The first snow fell on 
the 30th Suptembtr and it has been 
winter over since. Tho storm lasted 
liveday.s, snowing a good part of the 
tiaio J^^d blowing a gale. The greatest 
portion of the snow was blown ' into 
the ravines (or coulies as tliey are cal- 
led here) and is likely to rniuain there 
for a month yet. The weather became 
mild again and in a few days a groat 
portion of the grass was again Ijare. 
There were occasional blizzards and 
disagreeably cold weather, with very 
little snow till the middle of January, 
the thermometer going down to i.")^ 
below zero. The first week in Fpbru 
ary the snow fell about si.\ inches, the 
thermometer registering Ii8" l«'low 
zero, which was the coldest. I'or the 
IbbL few ilays the stm lias been bright 
and warm, thesnow(gradually disajipear 
ing. . ■ 

In my opinion there is but very 
little land around Fort Calgai iy lit for 
agricultural purp-oses. 'i'lie bottoms 
along tho Bow river are a pavement of 
rocks; the benches gravel bed.s. The 
only.„'^*pd land is in the sage and 
marshes where the wild hay grows, 
and it is nol abundant. This is as nice 
a site for a town as could be desired. 
The great draw-back is the scarcity of 
timber, which has to be hauled from 
ten to fifteen miles. There is a saw- 
miirher© — lumber $50 per M., and 
scarce and wrftched. In the v icinity 
of Fort McLTOd' and- along tho Old 
Man river "is by. -fair ' the best stock 
country I have seen. The snow never 
laya more than three or four days, but 
tbs wind is terrific. l\pd Deer river, 
which is about ninety miles from here, 
or half way to. Etlmunton, is destined 
to be. one of, •the richest parts of the 
Northwest territory. About thirty 
miles from here the rocks and grayel 
benches eptirely "disappear. Clumps

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of willow, birch and cottonwood aji- 
pear in all directions and keep increas- 
ing in size for twenty-five or thirty 
miles more, when belts of timber, 
chiefly cottonwood, are met with and 
continue this way to the Red Deer, 
The north side of the river through to 
Edmonton may be said to be all tini- 
Ijeroi.l. 

On Fish Creek, seven miles from 
here, I saw a few acres of barley that 
could not be surjiassed in any country. 
Cabbage, turnips, beets and potatoes 
seldom equalled; tomato vines rich and 
thrifty. The fruit. are an average size. 
Whether they over ripened or not 1 do 
not know. Summer frosts may be 
looked for. Mosquitos are found in 
any place and in overwhelming num- 
bers. 

The wages i)aid to sawmill men, 
ranch hands and cowboys is .'^40 per 
month. Jjeef steers, !?70; niilcli cows 
froinij-IO to .^Tf); eotnnion Indian ponies 
from ijiO to §<)0; horses such as could 
be bought in Nicola valley last spring 
for .$100 are vvorth ^200 here; Hay 
§30 per ton, barley and oats 9c., po- 
tatoes 7c,, flour I'lc, bacon 3.')c., ham 
•iOc, sugar 3,^c., beans 20c., tea !i?l, 
cotl'oe 50c., rice 2flc., beef 12.\c., canned 
fniit 7"ie., canned meats 7r)c., salmon 
7 Tie., garden .sends average §1 per oz., 
eoal oil ^1.50 per gal., candles r>Oe., 
butter, the last that was for sale four 
month.s ago, 75c., wood per cord. 

'J'lie track is laid to within 2;)0 
miles of this place. It is exjiected to 
lie here in July ne.vt and the terminus 
next Jail will be at Morley ville, 40 
mile* from here, at the foot of the 
Rocky mountains, where it will re- 
tnain while the cutting and carving is 
made through Kicking Horse Pass. 
Twenty-five miles from here tho (!.P. H. 
crosses a coal seam of excellent quality. 
At the coal banks, on the St. Mary's 
river, .'iO miles from Fort McLeod, 
two steamers are being built for the 
purpose of carrying coal to Medicine 
Hat, where the C.P.R.. crosses the riv- 
er. The government pay eight thou- 
sand dollars a year for carrying the 
mail from here to Benton. There has 
never been a Canadian stamp used in 
the territory yet. Nothing but U.S.A. 
stamps will go. Whether this place 
will be a large town or not, is yet a 
matter of speculation. That tho win- 
ters are long and cold is beyond a donbt, 
but there is not much snow. 

The (Jockraii I'ancli Co. will lie liea 
vy lospsrs in cattle this winter, A 
band of 3000 arrived hero just before 
the first snow-storm. They were in 
poor condition ; 40 head of cattle and 
14 horses died during the first storm. 
For thirty miles along the river they 
can be seen dead in bunches of from 
live to thirty in a place. Cattle that 
w(;re in this country all summer and 
in good order have stood the winter 
well HO far. 

We have had several balls during 
the holidays in which only one white 
Indy figured; the other attendants were 
of all classes — traders, C, P,l\. men, sur- 
veyors, ranch-men, policemen, • cow- 
boys, bullwhackers, muleskinners, half 
breeds and .squaws. The only thing 
lacking to fill the bill was W-h-i-s-k i' /i. 

There is one treat that I anxiously 
look for, and that is my Volonht. It 
goes tho rounds through the B.C. boys, 
Hoping you will o.xcuse this .somewhat 
lengthv letter.

London, March 23. — You will concede 
that wo do not lack for topics of interest 
for dinner table gossip and five o'clock 
tua-cliat. The assault on Lady Florence 
Dixie; the explosion in Whitehall; tho 
prol)able near retirement of Mr, Glad- 
stone; the last now favorite of the Prince 
of Wales, her looks and genealogy — these 
are but a few of the number of interest- 
ing things we have to talk about. As for 
tho Lady ,Dixie alfair, public opinion is 
wavering. This plucky little noblewo- 
man — for she is higher by birth than by 
marriage — is clover in more ways than 
one; clever with her pen, clover with her 
gun, clever with her tongue. It may in- 
terest the ladies to know that it was she 
who sot the present fashion of croiipetl 
polls, or as tho French hairdressers call it, 
" a la Titus," as if Titus were the only 
old Roman who wore Ids hair short, and 
on Lady Florence's appearing at court 
with bobbed hair and no court plumes ap. 
parent, her Majesty ia aaid to have shown 
indignation on tho usually placid royal 
countenance, and to have exclaimed "who 
is that woman (" Corti^in it ia that im- 
mediately afterwards a royal ukase was 
issued stating tho regulation height above 
tho head for court plumes.

I used to thing that this craving after 
e.xcitement was a special idiosyncracy of 
actresses. I remember tho case of ft beau 
lit'ul yiinig Kiiglishwoman who ''starred" 
in the bny'.i parts of fairy e.\l ravagaiii'.a 
in Anieriea, some years ago, and wlm cap- 
tured the atl'uctions of a bull'alo-hiintiiig 
Englishman of rank. He married her, 
and transplanted her froni the low soil of 
tho burlesque footlights' to the high levels 
of his ancestral seatjthere to reifin a oun- 
tyipieoh. Somo ono of the old set liap- 
[)eniiig to be in England some years after 
took the trouble to hunt up the ci-devant 
.actress, and found her the iiiistrea.s of a 
grand old castle with a li.alf-hundred aor- 
vants at bur orders, a stablo fuU of horses 
and tho family diamonds lying in the 
drawer of lier escritoire. Five ininutea' 
converse brought the truth out. The for- 
mer "Fortunio" was dying ofonnni; the 
ex-prince Pi'elly[iet longed to be an ac- 
tress again; she was hungering for o.\- 
citement, thirsting for applause, piu'isli- 
ing for lack of seeing her fiame in the pa- 
pers. Poor Eliza A'uwton, once a favor- 
ite actress in Now York (whoao death has 
recently been announced) '^narried into 
the greatest retirement, and lived for 
years in alontsomo part of' Washington, 
Her ennui ulnioat approached madness, if 
ono coald judge by her iiasaionuto descrip- 
tion of hor lacerated .^feelings. And yot 
there were gleams of humor in her sad 
tale of desolation and do nothingiies:i. "I 
kneel down and say my l)rayer.^ \>< my 
theatrical lithograph," she would say, 
grimly, " .and yot it's 'not a very good one 
either." As years and expuriuiice have 
passed over in'y luiad I have learned thai 
it is not only tho poor dethroned goddess- 
es of tho footlights who suH'ered ironi the 
desire to bo niado tho aubjiiut of cuiiveiHa- 
tioii and newspaper comment. The 
groat ones of the earth are ofti'ii bitten by 
the same insect. 

Uf Mr. (ihidhtone'a possible early re- 
tirement I can ..tell ^ou nothing, as tho 
great statesman himself expressoa it, "of 
value." Mr. Herbert (iladstoiie siijs 
that his father believes the "old should 
give way to the young." 1( is well they 
should do so igracefully, for they displace 
us by force if not by our favor. Docs 
not Shakespeare avets that they rise "and 
push ua from our stools!" There be 
those who aro of opinion the t,>uoen 
should abdicate in the Princtj of Wales' 
favor, simply because she is old and he 
comparatively young. I am not of the 
number of those who think thus, for 
greatly do I admire this peerless, spotless 
t^hieeii, whose benign face well beilra out 
Thiers' comment on it: , f'Sho looks as if 
she never even thought a fidsehood. " T 
was down Whitehall way on Maunday 
Thursday when the sixty-four aged men 
and sixty- four aged women, recipients of 
the Queen's Eoater bounties, warp march- 
ed into Whitehall Chapel, there to re 
ceivo the royal largess of £1 15s. for each 
w'oman and t'2 IBs. for each man. Sixty- 
foui l That reminds her Majesty what 
her age ia, if ever she should forget it, 
for the royal Maundy is given to as many 
recipients as the sovereign has years. A 
fierce and bitter eold northeast wind was 
blowing -one of thoao winds which drives 
one's cloak and all chest coverings high 
above one's head, and striking at one'.s 
respiratory organs, says plainly: "Here 
I am, pneumonia; let me in." Naturally 
one is inclined to be inliospitable jiiul 
take tho first passing cab for honu!. That 
was my course; yet 1 aaid to myself, as 1 
did so: "Hero I am running away from 
the sight of a wondronsly interesting pro- 
cession, one of the anciontest in the an- 
nals." Tho white linen purses contain- 
ing tho royiil alma are carried into the 
tho chapol by a yeoman of the guard on a 
gold salver of tlie I'eign of William and 
IVIary; then tliey are flluiig ;d)oul the 
neck of tilt; aub-almoner and by him 
handed to the lord liigh almoner, passing 
about and about with considerable unnec- 
essary manipulation, in order to conform 
to the strict tradition, Ono of the ro- 
oipionta of a man 'a Maundy on this occas- 
aion is a direct descendont of a Hiiguenol 
weaver who came over to this country 
from France at the time of the levocation 
of the edict of Nantes. Peasants liave 
their lineage as well as peers. In fact 
Disraeli, ao wondroualy proud of his own 
remote aneesti^, «aid of the poors' of 
Great Britain that ho never know one to 
have a really ancient lineage. Certainly 
few date back much further than the 

umble pauper of the Maundy bounty.

I spoke of the Prince of Wales' last 
now fancy. This is Miss Chappell, the 
nioco of the well liiiown music publisher 
of Bond street. She ia indeed a beaut i- 
ful girl and deacrving of a liapiiier fate 
than that of being admired by the prince. 
J suppose these proforoiices ahovvn to 
young ladies by his Royal Ilighneaa aro 
felt to be— and by no ono more than tho 
objects of them — a serious social nii.sliap. 
Good girls like Miss Chamberlain and 
Miss Chappell aro in no actual danger, 
for those aro not the days of tho Merry 
•Moniirch. Virtue haaii'ij^lits which even 
royalty is bound to respect; neverthelcas 
there ia an odium which will linger wlien 
a woman is known- to liavc been admiroJ 
by the prince, and respect.ible girls, hut 
liarticularly their p.irents, feel this very 
keenly.

IIOVF.UNMF.NT TOLICY. 

Mr. Dunsinuir asked the premier if it 
was tho intoution to bring down thefiov - 
ornniont policy to-d.'iy '. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho aaid ho was not in a 
position to submit tho bill entitled an act 
regarding the Island railway. Mo haii 
hoped to be in that position to-day but 
the govornnient were awaiting the ratifica- 
tion of an agreement made by this gov- 
ernment with tho agent of tho Do- 
minion government, but no telegtam.s 
had eomo through since Friday morning, 
though one might possibly come this af- 
ternoon. Every one was aware Mr. 
Trutch came with full powers from Otta- 
wa and the provincial government had 
arranged matters with him. Sir .lohn 
Macdonald liad telegraphed Lh:it Mr. 
Trutcli wa.s fully empoweted, Ini! tliat the 
matter would be subject to tiual ratitica- 
tiun at Ott:iwa. 'J'ho estimiites could imt 
be submitted until the other mattiM' was 
delinitely settled. 

Mr. Heaven said if they had tho esti- 
mates they could be cotisidei itig thoiii. 

Hon. iMr. Smithe said the eatimates 
would largely depend 'upon tho ratitica 
tion of the agreemosit with Canada. 

MINEK.VI. ACT. 

Mr. Grant asked leave to introduce a 
bill to amend tho mincittl act-, 1882, and 

moved that it bo read a first time. 

Tho bill was ordered to go on the or- 
ders for Wednesday. 

KKKllIKS I.V Ml Nli II'.VM riKS. 

Hon. Mr. Ilobson moved the secmul 
reading of an act relating to ferries in nni- 
nidpalitiea. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the bill provided 
that a forr}' may be established between 
two municipalitiea ; the old bill provided 
that no Bucli ferry could be established 
without competition. 

Mr, Bcaven thought that public com- 
petition ought to boa principle in such 
cases whether tho ferry was in a munici- 
pality or without. 

Thu bill was read a secotul time, and 
tho house wont into coniiiiittee id' the 
whole, Mr. P.aybould in the chair. 

Tho first clause was taken up. It was 
to tho ell'ect that ferries might be estab- 
lished between two municipalities by a li- 
cense from the lieutenant governor, with- 
out the same being submitted to compe- 
tition. 

Mr. Beavon contended that public com- 
petition ought tw take place in all such 
cases. 

Hon. Mr. Davio thought if the intinici- 
palities could not be trusted with such u 
small matter they were not fit to be 
trusted with thoir own afTairs. 

Mr. Beavon said tho ferries were under 
the provinci.'il jovorniiieiit,and ho thought 
the same principle of competition should 
be embodied in the bill as in tho act of 
187-1. 

Hon. Mr. Ilobson thought that tho 
municipalities could be trastcd to arrange 
this msttor. 

The clause was passed. 

Clause was to the etfect that tho li 
cense empowered the municipality to es- 
tablish such ferry. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon, in reply to Mr. Hoi- 
gcscn, said tho revenue would bo collect- 
ed by tho municipality. 

The clause waa carried. 

Clause 3 rendered the employment of 
steam imperative, subject to approval iif 
lieutenant governor. 

Mr Armstrong moved the clause,,, be 
struck out. Carried. 

Clause 4 stated that municipalities 
luight pass bylaws regulating subletting 
Of ferries, etc. Carried. 

The coniiuittoo rose and reported the 
bill com))lote with amondmunts. 

The bill was appointed for a third ri»ad- 
ing to-TOorrow.

The stipendiary magistrates bill was 
read a third time and passed.

THB SOO TB»A T BILL. 

Mass Meetinsr- 

Last evening a mass meeting was held 
at the city hall; called by those who were 
opposed to tho'.passing of itlio Kootcnay 

Bill. 

The chair was taken by his Worship the 
Mayor at eight o'clock, and the meeting 
was well attended . 

A. bill was stuck up on one of the pillars 
of the hall, to the effect that white labor 
v. ould l>e employed by the company on 
the waggon road through Eagle Pass, if it 
could be got. 

His Worship said he thought he should 
first read the requisition calling the meet- 
ing which was signed by 128 ratepayers. 
He aaid the subject had agitated tho pub- 
lic mind a great deal, and ho hoped that 
those who addressed them would be al- 
lowed a fair and im|)tn'tiul hearing. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that Mr. Thos. 
Russell act as aecilretftry.— Carried. 

It, 'was agreed there should be no limit 
to the time of speaking. 

Mr. T. B. Humphreys being called on 
said since they had last met he had hoped 
the meeting would be the meuna of chang- 
ing the opinion.s of somo of tho uieiubeni, 
but their resolution had been treated with 
contempt. He believed responsible gov- 
enmiont could not bo carried out if they 
alloweil llieir repreaentativeB to bo thoir 
maator.s instead of servants. It waa for 
them to say how the members should be 
dealt with. 'I'ho measiiro beforo theiu 
was a deeii-laid scheme to injure the 
Can.idian Pacific railroad. He tiaserlud 
tho Blitsdell-Ains worth soheme was in- 
tended to tap the Northern Pacific 
through the Kootenay country. This 
should be stopped at once. He believed 
nu'iiey :iiid iiitbience had had the effect of 
liU'iMiii^ ilie I'dl. Ho was out of politict 
and hoped ti' reiiiatii out of them. (De- 
risive laughter.) The most active men 
against this measure were among thu 
laboring classes. The men in trade were 
the lii-.sl to grab at aonio immediate ad- 
vtintage. llo did not intend to hurt tho 
feeluigs of any man, btit ho had a strong 
lieiaonal interest in preventing a syndi- 
cate from getting a monopoly. He then 
referred to tho first bill brought into tho 
house, and argued that the present bill 
retained all its old iniquities which a 
dishonest legialaluro proposed to vote. 
Tho speaker of tho house had told him 
that day that Kootonay was a remarkably 
rich country; but he (Mr. H .) urged that 
giving away 7uO, 000 acres of land was not 
tho way to develop it. Men have been 
limited to 1500 feet for a mining claim 
hithei to, but now this tract is to be set 
aside iii favor of tliia company. Ho then 
spoke of the noceaaity of providing for 
tho rising generation. Tho member for 
Kootentty once said the land was of tho 
richest, but he now contended the con- 
trary, and said the tlistrict would never 
bo developed. He next referred to tho 
timber, which he said tlie company would 
sell ill tin; States and thus compete 
against thia province. They would have 
an advantage of S2 an aero on tho stump- 
age; but thu fact waa they iutended to 
aell the land as fast as it waa surveyed, 
and there was nothing to prevent them. 
He then ro.ad tho resolution which ho 
had drawn u]) with great care. 

He moved a reatdution to the ef- 
fect that in the opinion of the meeting 
the bill was premature and unwise, aud 
that it be resolved that it is tho wish of 
tho meeting that tho lieutenant-governor 
of the province be requested to withhold 
hiaconaciit until that of the governor- 
geiuTal has been obtained. 

The resolution, which occupied two or 
three pages of loolsc.ip, stated tho obiec- 
lions to the bill in nine counts; auch as 
giving away the titnber, interfering with 
the rights of minora, etc.; the last count 
being that the majority of the people 
wore oppii.sed to the bill. 

Mr. (i. R. Lawrenco conaidered tho re- 
aolutioua were oluitled to tho support of 
tho public. The me.THuro was opposed to 
tho intorcsts of.the people of this country 
He'woS ilolTa p^^ speaker— (laughter) 
and Avoiild therefore confine himself to the 
matter m hand. The promises contained 
in tho bill reminded him of the arch- 
tempter. --(Laughter.^ 

Mr. Humphreys proposed that clauses 
of tho resolution bo read singly. (Cries 
for Sweeny, Willis Bond and others— 
laughter.) 

On motion the resolution was read and 
c;u-riod amidal, groat latigliter. ' 

Mr. Caiey cleared his throat and said, 
lie had a reaolution \vith resi^ct to this 
measure, lie waa |ilea,sed at the inde- 
pendence the editor| of Thf IColonUt 
had diaplayetl in iiiaertiiig his (Carey's) 
letter, but he made untruthful comments 
I hereon, ((^h!) lu his letter ho had 
Haid the area of the tract of land wa.s 
HC|iiare miles, greater than Rhode 
Island, llo now found tliat it was pro- 
posed to alienate 1200 square miles from 
lis. Where in the states could such a 
meaaiire be ])ointed oiill It had been 
forced upon our prime tninistery, sur- 
rounded by Ilia corrtiiitioiii.'its. (Roara 
nf laughter.) He was an agrictiltural 
man, and it gave him pain to see him in 
audi a streak . (Laughter.) Why should 
all this land go to three American citi- 
zens j list w hen we were on the eve of 
prosperity? They had till one year after 
tho coni|)lotioii uf the CP. R. to build 
thia little line. (Laughter and applauao; 
a Voice, "ivh}', it's a wheelbarrow lino," 
laughter.) Thia little tramway of 22 
miles, what would it cost? Coal owners 
had laid down twice this length of lino, 
and what bad they got! Not an acre. 
He found tho names of l!0 American citi- 
netis attached to tho address to the house. 
(Roars of laughter.) How dare tho pri- 
vate mernbers force down the prime min- 
ister's throat auch an infernal billi 
(Choera and laughter.) History would 
liraiul them as tiaitora. (Uproar.) The 
C. P. I>. would (dace paasengers \»ithin 
'/■I hours' travel of this region, what more 
did they waiiti All thu timber on thia 
tract would be lloated down the Columbia 
to American waters. The rights of free 
miners were protected only until the 
lands became tho property of tho com- 
[lany. The people's anceatora had fought 
tho battles of freedom. Would they 
stand quietly by and bo robbed with their 
eyes openi (Roars of laughter.) Look 
at tho state of Ireland to-day. (Laugh- 
tor.) -Vs for our own rotten, corrupt 
legislature — ^(Cheers and cries of dis- 

BOIlt). 

The 3[)eech here caino to an abrupt 
close and Mr. Caroy called a gentleman 
close by and asked him to second a reso- 
lution he wished to make: 

That a couiniilteo be appointed to for- 
ward a copy of these resolutions to the 
lient. -governor in council. 

Moved by Mr. Carey, seconded by Sim- 
on Andorann, 

"That a Committee consiatiug of Hon. 
Dr. Helmcken, T. B. Humphreys and 
Thos. Russell, bo selected with power to 
Iranamil a copy of tllO' Ist reaolution to 
the governor general in council, and the 
lient. -governor." 

Carried. 

Mr. Fell said he was laboring under a 
bad cold. The' resolution which had been 
I placed in hia hands was to the effect, 



"That this meeting tenders its best thanks 
to the members of the legislature who 

have opposed the Kootenay Bill." They 
wore likeJIilton's angels faithful but few. 
He then adverted to the speculations of 
Mr. Villard'a syndicate on tho Sound. 
They should not allow these gamblers ask- 
ing for Kootenay to t.tke away their heri- 
tage; could they be astonished that there 
were Fenians, Nihilists, etc.? Could he 
persuade them to assert their rights, and 
not submit to tlie blandishments of dis- 
honest legislators? If those gentlemen 
were honeatand true, they would go back 
to their constituents on this question. 
Did they think Kootenay was going to re- 
main aa it is forever? (Laughter.) But 
this company could go to New York and 
aell the whole of thoir grant. They late- 
ly raised freight to Yale to S12 a ton but 
the merchanla began to kick, and they 
brought it down to i8. This was a apeci- 
nieu of Hyndicate work and it was death to 
them and their children. 'J'lif Colnnist 
said the other day there were spies out 
looking after tho tagrag jtnd bobtail to op- 
pose thia bill, and there was a gentleman 
named Sweeny, (laughter). When news- 
papers changed thoir opinions so suddenly 
there waa reason to suppose that the sal- 
vation army hud been round. (Laughter.) 
Let thcni try to understand this ipiestion, 
.ind if necessary go to tho nearest friend. 
He said to a friend tlie other ilay when 
you go into spirit lifo (laughter) and you 
think of your action on thia bill where 
will you be. That friend cleared out as 
fast as possible. 

Mr. John Boyd said he htid been asked 
to second the resolution moved by Mr. 
Fell. Ho was of opinion the bill should 
stand in abeyance till C. P, R. was built. 
(Hear, hoar.) Let our own people have 
tho benefit of the Kootenoy discoverers if 
there waa any. He was surprised at Mr. 
Beaven above all supporting this bill. He 
had taken auch a strange stand against 
tho oinploynient of Chinese and yet al- 
lowed thia company to employ Chincae. 
Ho porsbnally and politiaiUy had done 
with Beaven (uproar) and the house ought 
to bo dissolved, (cheora and laughter.) 

Mr. W. A. Robertson introduced a re- 
aolution requesting tho city members of 
the legislature to resign their scats. They 
had elected the mambers to reprcaent 
thoir views and they — the members — were 
perfectly aware that the majority of their 
constituents were adverse to the passage 
of this bill. , His policy was against mon- 
opoly in any ahapo. Riot was rampant 
all over tho world. Why was this ? Be- 
cause tho lands were monopolized. Thoy 
had monopolies here. Tho foundry, for 
instance (no, no.) If this bill wasallowed 
tho next company would ask for more 
than thia. Now is tho tnno to cut oO' it.s 
hydra-head — (hear). Mr. Duck had not 
been true; he had been led astray (laugh- 
tor). Ho had not kept hia pledge. (Mr. 
Duck — You can't prove it.) If any man 
ought to be grateful to the people for his 
positiiiii, he ahould be; but he had also 
neglected thoir intcrosta. He was sorry to 
have to class Mr: Drake with the others, 
for ho had had more confidence in him 
than in any other: but he was a good sort 
80 he would let him drop easy. (Oh, oh.) 
Mr. Theo. Davie waa the worst of all. Ho 
had been on the fence and flopped over. 
^Laughter.) 

Mr. C. B. Brown said he had lived 
here nearly K quarter of a century. He 
would be recreant to hia family and to 
the people of Britisli Columbia if he sign- 
ed the petition in favor of tho Kootenay 
bill. No legislature had a right to de- 
prive the people of such a largo tract of 
land. Americans wore shrewd, but not 
shrowa enough for them. (Laughter.) 
Submit this bill to the public aud let 
their opinion bo given. Show him 
tho man who would sign that 
petition and he would show thom 
a fool. (Groat laughter.) They had a 
steamboat monopoly hero already, and no 
opposition boat could live. (Cries of 
"time.") Don't bo led away by false 
prophets. 

Tho reaolution was rend. 

Mr. Uonil advanced (A voice -Isn't 
that Sweeny '.) and aaiil he had not at 
iirat intendud to apeak till he heard thu 
laat reaolution which, he thought, was too 
strong. (Laughter.) He assured thom 
he had voted for those very four niem- 
bera, and said ho endorsed the Kootenay 
bill. It might be just possible ho was a 
fool, but if so ho did not know it. The 
district of Kootonay was far removed 
from thia province. What waa tho use of 
opposing the opening up of this country, 
and now was the opportunity to do so I 
(Uproar, during which the mayor said he 
must call attention to tho limit of apeak- 
era' time which they had approved of, 
and therefore he asked for a patient 
hoariog.) 

Mr. Bond continued that if the Kootc- 
nay district was cultivated the province 
would derive a largo revenue from it. 

Washington Territory and Oregon were 
tributary to ua. Ho would ask them to 
voto against the last reaolution. (.Xp- 
plause.) 

Major Downie said they wanted to give 
uway Kootenay because there were no 
people there, l)nt that waa no argmnoiit 
at .all. He would never give away the 
mineral lands, which belonged to the 
miners. He would ask ftlr. Dunamuir to 
say what right he had to atalo that he 
(the speaker) could be bought for two or 
three hundred dollars ? The remark 
showed a man of low mind. 

Mr. Wilby, of Esquinialt, said aa an 
old resident ho claimed to lay before them 
matters with regard to the alienation of 
thoir birthright. Thoy thought they came 
to live under British institutions. When 
the resolution was passed asking tho 
members to resign he would have held up 
his hand, but ho w.as not a voter in tho 
city. Nevertheless he would raise his 
voice against this iniquitous bill, but this 
waa not the only one — there wore others 
of tho same stripe. The- island railway 
and tho dock would also be sold, but they 
daro not bring the others forward until it 
ia seen how thia matter passes Ho was 
glad to eeo Columbians wore waking up. 
If tho country waa badly managed under 
the present system tho voters wore to 
blame. 

Mr. Fell moved a vote of thanks to his 

Worship the Mayor. 

Mr. Humphreys seconded tho resolu- 
tion. What they wanted was to preserve 
their rights and to make their members 
carry out thoir wishes. Ho would move 
a voto of thanks to the mayor, secretary 
and gentlemen of the press. 

Tho reaolution waa put and carried, and 
tho meeting adjourned.
